All  centres  of  population  in  the  district  (excepting  Wardley 
already  adequately  supplied)  have  mains  water.  There  are  only  a 
few  isolated  properties  outside  the  range  of  the  water  mains. 

A  considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  district  have  mains  v/ater 
only  in  the  form  of  a  standpipe  at  the  boundary  of  the  premises 9 
or  even  outside  the  curtilage.  Nineteen  samples  of  mains  v/ater 
in  the  district  woro  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
received  satisfactory  reports.  None  of  the  mains  water  supplies 
have  plumbo- solvent  characteristics.  The  fluoride  content  of 
the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of  the  district  is  leas  than 
0,2  p.p.m.  and  the  Council  decided  at  its  meeting  in  January 
that  no  objection  be  raised  to  any  proposal  for  the  addition  of 
fluoride  up  to  1  p.p.m,  to  v/ater  supplies  in  this  area. 

The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for 
sampling  and  examination  of  water  supplies.  Samples  taken 
within  the  area  of  these  two  supplying  authorities  were ,  therefore , 
in  the  nature  of  a  double  check  on  the  quality  of  supplies. 

All  of  the  samples  v/ere  taken  from  supply  and  it  was  not 
practicable  to  take  samples  of  raw  v/ater,  as  the  sources  of  supply 
are  distant  and  adequately  controlled  by  the  supplying  authorities. 

Seven  samples  of  v/ater  from  shallow  wells  v/ere  obtained. 

Three  of  the  samples  v/ere  not  satisfactory  and  action  v/as  initiated 
to  improve  the  quality  or  close  the  supplies. 

There  v/as  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year.

The  Barrowden  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  and  came  into 
operation,  and  the  Ridlington  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Council  have 
maintained  the  good  progress  in  this  field  which  was  noted  in  last 
year*s  report.  As  a  direct  result,  progress  continues  in  the 
improvement  of  properties  in  the  area. 

The  conversion  of  pail  and  earth  closets  to  water  closets 
continues  steadily,  with  the  aid  of  payments,  under  section  47  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  construction  of  modern  sewage  disposal  works,  to  replace 
the  existing  sewage  farm  at  Uppingham  was  continued  during  the  year 
but  will  not  come  into  operation  until  1964,  when  the  serious 
pollution  now  occurring  in  the  small  stream  receiving  the  sewage 
farm  effluent  will  be  stopped.  Sev/erage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  are  now  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  villages  of 
Ays ton,  Bisbrooke  and  Seaton.  When  these  schemes  are  complete 
only  very  small  parishes  (Beaumont  Chase,  Pilton,  Stoke  Dry, 

Thorpe  by  Water  and  Wardley)  with  total  populations  of  approximately 
'i  02  will  be  without  proper  sev/erage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities. 

The  estimated  closet  accommodation  for  dwellings  at  the  end  of 
the  year  in  the  district  was

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Uppingham,  with  their  free 
facilities  for  washing  hands  with  liquid  soap  and  hot  water,  and 
paper  towels  for  drying,  are  generally  appeciated  by  the  public. 
Unfortunately,  vandalism  at  the  premises  is  increasing.  The 
culprits  appear  to  be  youths  and,  despite  the  amount  of  attention 
given  to  the  problem,  the  answer  to  this  type  of  destruction  is  not 
known# 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

During  the  year  a  complete  survey  w as  made  of  the  fortnightly 
collection  service.  The  information  collected  formed  the  basis  of 
a  complete  replanning  of  routes  and  collection  schedules  which, with 
the  introduction  of  a  simple  form  fif  incentive  bonusing,  has 
resulted  in  a  ten-day  service  by  the  Game  team  of  men#  Credit  is 
due  to  these  men  for  their  co-operation  in  making  the  reorganisation 
successful.

HOUSING. 

Grant  aid  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1958*  1959  and  1981,  in 
this  district  remains  an  important  inducement  to  owners  of  old  houses 
to  bring  these  houses  up  to  modern  standards.  Good  work  of  this 
type,  noted  in  my  report  for  1962*1  continued  in  1963#  Apart  from 
the  improvement  of  housing  standards  involved,  this  work  helps  to 
preserve  the  character  of  the  ironstone  villages  of  the  area  at  a 
time  when  there  is  an  increasing  tendency  towards  a  universal 
suburbia  in  village  and  town  alike# 

Whilst  a  steady  flow  of  applications  for  grant  aid  continues, 
there  remains  a  hardcore  of  properties  v/hich  the  owners  are 
reluctant  to  improve.  There  properties  are  likely  to  remain  without 
basic  modern  amenities  indefinitely  unless  complusory  powers  are 
made  available  to  local  authorities.

Brucellosis  v/hich  had  been  found  in  milk  produced  in  the  district 
in  the  past  was  not  detected  for  the  second  succeeding  year. 

Meat  &  Foods. 

In  July  a  new  slaughterhouse  at  Belton  came  into  use  and  the 
amount  of  slaughtering  in  the  district  increased  considerably. 
There  are  now  tv/o  small  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  As  will 
be  seen  from  the  table  given  below,  100/4  meat  inspection  v/as 
achieved  for  1963©
